REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  4356] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  4356)  to  amend  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938, 
with  respect  to  rice  allotment  history,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment  and  recommend  that 
the  bill  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  remedy  an  existing  deficiency  in  the 
rice  acreage  allotment  and  marketing  quota  law  so  as  to  permit  an 
equitable  division  of  rice  production  “history”  where  two  or  more 
producers  combine  their  acreage  allotments  for  production  on  a  single 
farm. 

Because  of  crop  rotation  practices  peculiar  to  the  production  of 
rice,  the  law  permits  allocation  of  acreage  to  “producers,”  instead  of 
to  “farms,”  and  several  States  make  their  allotments  on  this  basis. 
In  those  States  it  is  not  unusual  for  two  or  more  producers  to  combine 
their  allotments  for  production  of  a  crop  on  a  single  farm. 

Under  the  Department  of  Agriculture’s  interpretation  of  the  existing 
law,  where  two  or  more  producers  combine  their  acreage  allotments  on 
a  single  farm,  the  “history”  of  that  year’s  crop  is  divided  among  them 
on  the  basis  of  their  share  in  the  crop,  rather  than  on  the  basis  of 
their  contribution  to  the  farm  acreage  allotment.  Since  each  pro¬ 
ducer’s  share  in  the  crop  may  have  no  direct  relationship  to  the  acreage 
allotment  he  contributed,  this  amendment  to  the  law  will  permit  the 
more  equitable  and  realistic  procedure  of  dividing  the  history  on  the 
basis  of  the  acreage  allotment  contributed,  rather  than  on  that  of  the 
share  in  the  crop. 

A  formal  report  on  the  bill  had  not  been  received  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  this  report  but  the 
measure  was  drafted  with  the  assistance  of  Department  officials

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rtom  Massachusetts  has  referred  to  sus- 
pelteions  and  to  closed  rules.  Those  of  us 
whd^ave  been  here  through  the  years 
kno^^hat  sometimes  we  have  closed 
rules  aWd  many  times  we  have  suspen¬ 
sions.  'wfithout  going  into  reasons  why, 
certainly  i^t  at  this  time,  the  gentleman 
from  Massachusetts  knows  as  well  as  I  do 
why  many  bajs  are  brought  here  under 
suspension  of  rules.  Here  is  a  situa¬ 
tion  where  a  bill^as  been  reported,  as  I 
understand  it,  froHj  the  committee  that 
has  had  the  matte^nder  consideration 
for  months  and  moru>hs  by  a  vote  of  16 
to  7.  I  think  it  is  liberaV^reatment  of  the 
employees.  I  think  it>should  also  be 
understood  that  before  su^ension  of  the 
rules  can  be  had,  a  request  must  come 
from  the  chairman  of  the  coimpittee  who 
in  this  instance  is  the  gentlerhan  from 
Tennessee  [Mr.  Murray]  to  the TBpeaker 
of  the  House  before  suspension  ^n  be 
had.  \ 

Now,  I  assume  that  is  what  has  b^n 
done  on  this  occasion.  I  think  it  is  f^ 
also  for  me  to  say  at  this  juncture  tha\ 
this  bill,  if  it  is  passed  as  it  is  written' 
here,  can  go  on  and  become  law,  and 
that  certainly  is  something  that  we  ought 
to  be  interested  in,  all  of  us.  So,  as  far 
as  the  procedure  is  concerned,  there  is 
nothing  Irregular  about  it.  Bills  of  this 
sort  have  come  up  under  suspension  of 
the  rules  before  and  will  come  up  under 
suspension  of  the  rules  hereafter,  as  do 
many  other  bills,  from  the  Committee 
on  Veterans’  Administration,  for  in¬ 
stance,  and  even  another  bill  is  to  be 
called  under  suspension  of  the  rules  on 
Monday  next. 

Mr.  LESINSKI.  May  I  say  to  the  gen¬ 
tleman  if  you  had  a  lot  of  fourth  class 
post  ofiBces  in  your  district  and  they  were 
to  be  closed,  say,  by  intimidation,  it  is 
rather  diflBcult  for  you  to  keep  an  open 
mind. 

Mr.  MOSS.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  LESINSKI.  I  yield. 

Mr.  MOSS.  I  would  like  to  call  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  Members  to  the  fact  that 
we  have  during  this  session  of  Congress 
acted  on  two  salary  bills  permitting 
ample  time  for  the  Members  of  this  body 
to  debate  them.  One  of  them  was  our. 
own  bill.  The  other  was  a  salary  bi^ 
for  the  military.  Now  we  have  anot^r 
salary,  proposal  dealing  with  another 
group  of  Federal  employees.  I  can  no 
valid  reason  why  their  case  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  under  gag  procedure^  unless 
there  is  a  fear  that,  if  permittyi  to  work 
its  will,  the  House  would  go  b)^ond  what 
the  Postmaster  General  ha^aid  down  as 
an  absolutely  rigidly  imp^ed  ceiling.  I 
am  not  willing  to  abdic^  my  privileges-* 
and  my  responsibilitie^as  a  Member  of 
this  House  to  any  menroer  of  the  Cabinet. 
That  is  a  decision  which  I  should  decide 
on  the  merits  um  I  should  decide  it 
after  being  thoroughly  familiar  with  all 
of  the  facts.  / 

Now,  as  toyRie  question  raised  by  the 
gentleman  firom  Texas  [Mr.  Dues],  this 
biil  needs  J!o  be  perfected  before  it  goes 
to  confej^nce.  The  other  body  has  re¬ 
ported ^biil  and  wili  probably  pass  a  bill 
whic^ontains  not  a  single  provision  re¬ 
lating  to  classification.  If  we  are  going 
to/nave  proper  classification,  then  we 


have  the  responsibility  here  in  this 
House  to  send  to  conference  a  bill  which 
is  a  proper  classification  act.  The  mat¬ 
ter  of  salary  can  be  compromised  in  con¬ 
ference,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  be,  and  I 
think  it  is  possible,  if  we  take  this  matter 
under  debate  and  consider  just  a  few 
rather  important  amendments,  that  we 
can  perfect  it  to  the  point  where,  in  con¬ 
ference,  a  reasonable  compromise  can  be 
arrived  at  which  all  of  us  can  subscribe 
to. 

Mr.  RHODES  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
Speaker,  will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  LESINSKI.  I  yield  to  the  gen¬ 
tleman  from  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  RHODES  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  can  understand  why  every 
Member  of  this  House  or  most  every 
Member  will  at  times  be  in  favor  of  a 
closed  rule,  but  I  can  see  no  justification 
at  this  time  for  suspension  of  the  rules 
on  an  important  bill  like  this.  A  lot  has 
been  said  about  the  salaiy  increase,  but 
there  is  a  whole  lot  more  involved  in  this 
legislation  than  the  proposal  to  increase 
,^alaries.  I  refer  to  what  has  been  called 
reclassification.  Many  of  us  are  verW 
im^h  concerned  about  this  reclassific^ 
tioA,feature.  A  lot  has  been  said  al^t 
the  ctofing  need  for  reclassificatioiy^ut 
I  won^  how  many  Members  knoyVhat 
this  recrassification  bill  does.  Ur  seems 
to  me  thM  there  should  be  2^  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  drScuss  it  fully  and  into  the 
record  the  PN)S  and  cons  onahis  impor¬ 
tant  questionNof  reclassi^ation.  For 
that  reason,  I  tftmk  it  is  important  that 
enough  MembersNae  p^ent  on  Monday 
to  defeat  the  effoiaVtiysuspend  the  rules. 

The  Post  Office  Ewartment  has  been 
very  effective  in  its  pre^ganda  campaign 
for  reclassificatic^  In^ct,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  a  pr^pagandaS^gency  which 
surpasses  anj^ing  I  hav^ver  seen  in 
any  governn^nt  departme^  I  recall 
some  of  the  harsh  criticismNthat  was 
leveled  ayheads  of  some  of  the Nigencies 
during  Oie  Truman  administration,  who 
were  pnarged  with  trying  to  infl^nce 
legislation.  Such  charges  were  ^en 
ma^  when  the  Social  Security  Admik^- 
i^ation  sent  out  pamphlets  explaining 
me  provisions  of  the  social-security  law. 
'Now  the  critics  are  strangely  silent  as 
hundreds  of  press  releases  pour  out  of  the 
Post  Office  Department  to  sell  a  question¬ 
able  reclassification  bill  and  to  increase 
first-class  postage  rates. 

Unless  one  is  familiar  with  both  sides 
of  this  important  reclassification  issue, 
the  propaganda  from  the  Department 
could  be  most  convincing. 

A  sound  reclassification  bill  should 
start  out  by  setting  a  maximum  pay  and 
a  minimum  to  make  possible  the  kind  of 
livelihood  to  which  every  American  citi¬ 
zen  is  justly  entitled.  Once  the  proper 
minimums  and  maximums  are  agreed 
upon  we  are  in  a  position  to  arrive  at  the 
proper  evaluation  of  jobs.  That  has  not 
been  done  in  this  bill. 

This  bill,  if  passed,  will  result  in  great¬ 
er  confusion,  more  discontent  and  falling 
morale  in  the  postal  service.  The  power 
it  places  in  the  hands  of  the  Postmaster 
General,  if  used  for  ulterior  purposes 
could  result  in  serious  consequences  to 
postal  employees  and  the  postal  service. 
Perhaps  the  present  head  of  the  Depart¬ 


ment  has  no  such  plan,  but  the  power  m 
there  if  this  bill  is  enacted.  It  cai^e 
used  at  any  time  any  Postmaster  General 
wishes  to  use  it.  / 

There  are  some  who  may  ques^n  the 
right  of  postal  employees  to  be^long  to 
labor  organizations.  Others ^ay  ques¬ 
tion  the  right  of  Federal-e^iployee  or¬ 
ganizations  to  press  Mem^rs  of  Con¬ 
gress  for  support  of  legislation  in  which 
they  are  interested.  / 

Leaders  of  employee/organizations  fear 
that  such  an  attit\me  is  held  by  some 
administration  leamrs. 

They  are  justlyconcerned  about  some 
of  the  provisions  in  this  bill.  Some 
postal  employes  from  my  district  have 
bluntly  told  J^e  that  they  would  rather 
have  no  wy  increase  than  one  that 
carries  wim  it  some  of  the  reclassifica¬ 
tion  premsions. 

It  nuftters  little  what  kind  of  a  pay  bill 
is  pa^ed  if  postal  employees  will  be  put 
into^  a  position  where  they  can  be 
dieted  or  promoted  at  will.  They  lose 
if  in  order  to  be  secure  in  their  jobs 
They  are  forced  to  conform  to  the  think¬ 
ing  and  philosophy  of  those  who  control 
the  Post  Office  Department. 

Some  of  us  on  the  committee  had 
grave  misgivings  about  this  bill,  but  we 
were  willing  to  compromise  in  an  effort  to 
have  some  kind  of  legislation  enacted 
which  would  give  the  Department  more 
freedom  in  dealing  with  personnel  prob¬ 
lems  and  at  the  same  time  provide  for  an 
adequate  pay  increase  for  postal  workers. 
Amendments  have  been  made  in  commit¬ 
tee  which  resulted  in  substantial  im¬ 
provement  in  the  legislation  as  first  pro¬ 
posed.  But  there  needs  to  be  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  make  further  changes  which 
many  of  us  believe  are  very  important. 

In  the  present  bill  some  top  bracket 
employees  will  receive  increases  of  $4,000 
to  $5,000  a  year.  In  the  lower  brackets, 
where  the  need  is  greatest,  increases  will 
amount  to  only  $210  a  year. 

Such  a  proposal  reflects  the  same  kind 
of  economic  thinking  and  philosophy  as 
the  trickle-down  theory  on  taxes  and 
other  important  legislation. 

In  my  opinion,  a  vote  to  suspend  the 
^rules  is  a  vote  for  a  proposal  which  can 
IHad  only  to  greater  confusion  and  dis- 
sS^f action  in  the  postal  service.  Every 
Member  who  wants  to  be  fair  with  the 
efficiaat  and  faithful  employees  in  the 
postal  sWvice  and  who  is  concerned  about 
employed  morale  should  vote  against 
suspensioAyWhen  the  opportunity  comes 
next  Mond^ 

Mr.  O’HARA  of  Illinois.  Mr.  Speaker, 
will  the  gentletoan  yield? 

Mr.  LESINSk\  I  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  IllinoisX 

Mr.  O’HARA  of  Il^ois.  Mr.  Speaker, 
I  am  a  man  with  a  simple  mind.  I  know 
little  and  understand  1^  of  the  legisla¬ 
tive  ambushes  that  smarNmen  devise  for 
thwarting  the  will  of  the  majority.  I  do 
know  that  the  postal  woirl^rs  of  the 
United  States  are  underpaid.  >1  do  know 
that  the  wives  and  the  children^f  these 
underpaid  postal  workers  are  paymg  the 
price  of  administrative  frills  and  admin¬ 
istrative  stubbornness.  I  do  know^toat 
in  the  83d  Congress  we  in  this  HoV^ 
were  given  an  ultimatum  that  we  woulti 
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hav^o  take  the  barbarously  unfair  bill 
of  the'^dministration  or  get  no  bill  at 
all  to  hislp  these  humble  postal  workers. 

I  knovN^hat  we  stood  firm,  and  finally 
the  majorSy  of  the  membership  of  this 
House  won  rim  day  and  we  passed  a  bill 
giving  the  postel  workers  a  long  overdue 
pay  increase.  The  will  of  the  Postmaster 
General  was  of^onger  influence  with 
the  President  of  tnte  United  States  than 
the  voice  of  the  Coiwess  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  St^s  vetoed  the  bill. 
In  November  the  peoplKtook  matters  in 
their  own  hands  and  retHyned  a  Demo¬ 
cratic  Congress. 

I  am  not  saying  that  the  ri^streatment 
of  the  little  people  who  do  theNjnderpaid 
jobs  in  the  Post  Office  Department  was 
the  sole  reason  why  the  people  iHfint  to 
Washington  a  Democratic  Congr^.  I 
do  say  it  was  a  factor  in  the  electioiryjje- 
cause  the  majority  of  the  American  pi 
pie,  I  am  happy  to  say,  are  little  peopl 
By  little  people  I  mean  men  and  women' 
who  do  well  and  faithfully  their  jobs, 
smilingly  trodding  the  routine  of  daily 
toil  and  wishing  in  return  only  the  op¬ 
portunity  properly  to  take  care  of  their 
families.  The  great  majority  of  the 
Members  of  the  House  in  their  hearts 
sympathize  with  and  want  to  do  the  right 
and  decent  thing  for  the  little  men  and 
women  of  America. 

As  I  understand  it,  on  Monday  next 
there  will  be  a  resort  to  legislative  am¬ 
bushing  to  prevent  the  doing  of  the  de¬ 
cent  thing  by  the  postal  workers.  The 
challenge  to  every  Member  of  this  House 
who  wants  to  do  the  decent  thing  by  the 
postal  workers  is  to  be  on  this  floor  on 
Monday  and  remain  here,  untimidated 
by  partisan  pressures  or  by  the  dicta¬ 
torial  commands  from  any  source,  until 
the  battle  has  been  won. 

Mr.  LESINSKI.  I  concur  with  the  re¬ 
marks  of  the  gentleman  from  Illinois.

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  Mr. 
Speaker,  by  direction  of  the  Committee 
on  Agriculture  I  ask  unanimous  consent 
for  the  immediate  consideration  of  the 
bill  (H.  R.  2839)  to  amend  the  rice 
marketing  quota  provisions  of  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as 
amended. 

The  Clerk  read  the  title  of  the  bill. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from 
Texas? 

Mr.  HOPE.  Mr.  Speaker,  reserving 
the  right  to  object,  and  I  shall  not  ob¬ 
ject,  I  should  like  to  hear  a  brief  expla¬ 
nation  of  the  bill  by  the  gentleman  from 
Texas. 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  Mr. 
Speaker,  the  author  of  the  bill,  the  gen¬ 
tleman  from  Arkansas  [Mr.  Gathings], 
is  present  and  I  should  like  to  yield  to 
him  to  make  a  brief  explanation. 

Mr.  GATHINGS.  Mr.  Speaker,  this 
bill  seeks  to  do  the  same  thing  for  the 


rice  producer  as  is  now  done  under  the 
statutes  for  wheat,  for  peanuts,  and  for 
cotton.  It  would  permit  the  rice  farmer 
to  release  to  the  county  committee  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  his  allotment  that  he 
did  not  want  to  plant  and  have  it  reallo¬ 
cated  in  that  same  county.  By  releasing, 
or  voluntarily  surrendering,  this  acreage 
such  rice  farmer  does  not  lose  his  acre¬ 
age  history.  This  legislation  would  pro¬ 
vide  some  additional  acreage  to  pro¬ 
ducers  who  have  suffered  hardship  as  a 
result  of  the  large  national  reduction 
of  24.7  percent  in  the  1955  allotments. 
It  keeps  the  acreage  in  the  county  where 
the  history  was  earned  in  those  instances 
in  which  a  farmer  did  not  wish  to  plant 
the  particular  land  and  voluntarily 
surrendered  the  allotment  to  be  re¬ 
allocated  to  other  growers. 

Mr.  HOPE.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  withdraw 
my  reservation  of  objection. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from  Texas 
[Mr.  Thompson]? 

There  was  no  objection. 

The  Clerk  read  the  bill,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  section  353  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as 
amended,  is  amended,  effective  beginning 
with  the  1955  crop  of  rice,  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  following  new  subsection: 

“(e)  Any  part  of  the  farm  rice  acreage 
allotment  on  which  rice  will  not  be  planted 
and  which  is  voluntarily  surrendered  to  the 
coointy  committee  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  allotment  to  such  farm  and  may  be  re¬ 
apportioned  by  the  county  committee  to 
other  farms  in  the  same  coimty  receiving 
allotments  in  amoimts  determined  by  the 
county  committee  to  be  fair  and  reasonable 
on  the  basis  of  the  past  production  of  rice 
by  the  producers  on  the  farm  or  the  past 
production  of  rice  on  the  farm,  as  the  case 
may  be;  acreage  allotments  previously  estab¬ 
lished  for  the  farm  or  for  the  producers  on 
the  farm,  as  the  case  may  be;  abnormal  con¬ 
ditions  affecting  acreage;  land,  labor,  water, 
and  equipment  available  for  the  production 
of  rice;  crop-rotation  practices;  and  the  soil 
and  other  physical  factors  affecting  the  pro- 
tduction  of  rice.  Any  allotment  surrendered 
under  this  provision  shall  be  regarded  for 
the  purposes  of  subsection  (b)  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  as  having  been  planted  on  the  farm 
from  which  surrendered,  except  that  this 
shall  not  operate  to  make  the  farm  from 
which  the  allotment  was  surrendered  eligible 
for  an  allotment  as  having  rice  planted 
thereon,  or  to  make  any  producer  thereon 
eligible  for  an  allotment  as  having  produced 
rice,  during  the  5-year  base  period.”

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  4356] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  _(H.  R.  4356)  to  amend  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of 
1938,  with  respect  to  rice  allotment  history,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  without 
amendment. 

Rice  acreage  allotments  may  be  allocated  under  present  law  to 
"producers’’^ instead  of  to  “farms”  and  several  States  use  this  system. 
Often  two  rice  producers  will  combine  their  allotments  and  produce 
their  crops  on  a  single  farm.  In  computing  the  history  for  future 
acreage  allotments,  such  rice  producers  are  given  credit  equal  to 
their  share  of  the  crop  rather  than  on  the  basis  of  their  contribution 
to  the  acreage  planted.  H.  R.  4356  would  provide  that  such  history 
be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  acreage  allotment  contributed, 
thereby  eliminating  inequalities  resulting  from  the  present  system. 

The  report  of  the  House  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  a  report 
from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on  the  bill  are  attached. 


[H.  Rept.  No.  223,  84th  Cong.,  1st  sess.] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R.  4356)  to 
amend  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  with  respect  to  rice  allotment 
history,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment 
and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  i.s  to  remedy  an  existing  deficiency  in  the  rice  acreage 
allotment  and  marketing  quota  law  so  as  to  permit  an  equitable  division  of  rice 
production  “history”  where  two  or  more  producers  combine  their  acreage  allot¬ 
ments  for  production  on  a  single  farm. 

Because  of  crop  rotation  practices  peculiar  to  the  production  of  rice,  the  law 
permits  allocation  of  acreage  to  “producers,”  instead  of  to  “farms,”  and  several 
States  make  their  allotments  on  this  basis.  In  those  States  it  is  not  unusual  for 
two  or  more  producers  to  combine  their  allotments  for  production  of  a  crop  on 
a  single  farm. 
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Under  the  Department  of  Agriculture’s  interpretation  of  the  existing  law, 
where  two  or  more  producers  combine  their  acreage  allotments  on  a  single  farm, 
the  “history”  of  that  year’s  crop  is  divided  among  them  on  the  basis  of  their 
share  in  the  crop,  rather  than  on  the  basis  of  their  contribution  to  the  farm  acre¬ 
age  allotment.  Since  each  producer’s  share  in  the  crop  may  have  no  direct 
relationship  to  the  acreage  allotment  he  contributed,  this  amendment  to  the  law 
will  permit  the  more  equitable  and  realistic  procedure  of  dividing  the  history  on 
the  basis  of  the  acreage  allotment  contributed,  rather  than  on  that  of  the  share 
in  the  crop. 

A  formal  report  on  the  bill  had  not  been  received  from  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  this  report  but  the  measure  was  drafted 
with  the  assistance  of  Department  officials  familiar  with  the  rice  program  and 
the  committee  has  been  advised  informally  that  the  Department’s  report  will  be 
favorable.

Dear  Congressman  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of  March  3,  1955, 
for  a  report  on  H.  R.  4356,  amending  the  rice-acreage  allotment  provisions  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended. 

The  bill  amends  section  353  of  the  act  to  provide  in  States  where  rice-acreage 
allotments  for  the  1956  and  subsequent  crops  are  determined  on  a  producer  ba.sis, 
that  the  acreage  of  rice  on  the  farm  for  any  year  of  the  applicable  base  period  for 
which  farm-acreage  allotments  were  in  effect  be  divided  among  the  producers 
thereon  in  the  proportion  in  which  they  contributed  to  the  farm-acreage  allotment. 
The  provisions  of  the  bill  would  change  the  method  required  by  present  legislation 
to  be  followed  in  dividing  the  acreage  of  rice  on  the  farm  among  producers  thereon 
for  the  years  of  the  base  period  in  which  allotments  were  in  effect.  Under  present 
legislative  provisions  the  acreage  of  rice  on  the  farm  for  all  years  of  the  base 
period  must  be  divided  among  the  producers  thereon  in  the  proportion  in  which 
they  shared  in  the  rice  produced  on  the  farm. 

We  favor  enactment  of  this  bill. 

The  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  satisfy  the  desires  of  a  majority  of  rice  producers 
in  Texas  and  California  who  insist  that  such  legislation  is  necessary  to  prevent 
farm  owners  from  forcing  share  tenants  to  contribute  rice  history  to  the  farm 
allotment  out  of  proportion  to  their  share  in  the  rice  crop  to  be  produced  on  the 
farm.  While  it  is  recognized  that  the  legislation  as  proposed  would  tend  to  freeze 
production  of  rice  to  its  current  pattern,  we  believe  that  this  objectionable  feature 
would  be  more  than  offset  by  the  benefits  which  would  accrue  to  share  tenants 
from  the  resulting  more  equitable  apportionment  of  allotments. 

Additional  administrative  expenses  would  not  be  incurred  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  bill. 

In  view  of  the  subsequent  request,  we  have  not  obtained  advice  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  as  to  the  relation  of  this  proposed  legislation  to  the  program  of  the 
President.

The  concurrent  resolution  (S. 

Res.  26)  providing  for  the  continj^d 
operation  of  the  Government  tin : 
at  Texas  City,  Tex.,  was  consideryfl  and 
agreed  to,  as  follows: 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  {the/House  of 
Representatives  concurring) ,  TJjat  it  is  the 
sense  of  Congress  that,  pursuaitt  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  and  authority  of  PubUC  Law  125,  80th 
Congress,  as  amended,  the^Qovernment  tin 
smelter  at  Texas  City,  Jex.,  shall  be  con¬ 
tinued  in  operation  utMA  June  30,  1956,  and 
so  long  thereafter  as  nj&y  be  hereafter  auth¬ 
orized  by  the  Congra 

Sec.  2.  The  Preskrfent  is  hereby  requested 
to  have  conducted^  study  and  Investigation 
for  the  purpos^^f  recommending  the  most 
feasible  meth^s  of  maintaining  a  perma¬ 
nent  domestic  tin-smelting  industry  in  the 
United  Sta^s;  and,  in  connection  with  such 
study  amr  investigation,  the  Federal  Facil¬ 
ities  Cm^oration,  or  any  other  designee  of 
the  Pr^ident,  is  requested  to  show  the  plant 
and  Jacllities  to  any  interested  persons  and 
to  B^ovide  them  with  all  necessary  and  appro- 
information  within  the  limits  of  secu- 
ity  considerations  upon  which  to  base  ap¬ 
praisals  and  to  formulate  proposals  to  the 
Government  for  the  future  operation  of  the 
smelter  by  the  Government  or  under  private 
lease  or  ownership  arrangements. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  is  requested  to  report 
to  the  Congress  prior  to  March  31,  1956,  the 
findings  of  this  study  and  his  recommenda¬ 
tions  with  respect  to  the  future  operation 
of  the  tin  smelter. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Texas.  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  to  insert 
in  the  body  of  the  Record  a  brief  state¬ 
ment  prepared  by  me  concerning  Senate 
Concurrent  Resolution  26. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  state¬ 
ment  was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
Record,  as  follows; 

Statement  by  Senator  Johnson  of  Texas 

I  strongly  urge  passage  of  Senate  Concur¬ 
rent  Resolution  26. 

This  resolution  proposes  to  continue  oper¬ 
ation  of  the  Government  tin  smelter  at 
Texas  City.  Tex.,  until  June  30,  1956,  and 
thereafter  as  authorized  by  Congress. 

The  resolution  also  requests  the  executive 
branch  to  conduct  a  study  in  order  to  be 
prepared  to  present  to  the  Congress  recom- 
jnendations  regarding  the  most  feasible 
lethods  of  maintaining  a  permanent  do- 
•tic  tin-smelting  industry  in  the  United 
-whether  under  Government  owner- 
private  ownership. 

Unl^  this  resolution  is  enacted,  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  tin  smelter  will  end  on  June  30 
of  this  y^r.  This,  I  am  convinced,  would 
be  contrarV  to  our  national  interests. 

The  Uni teX  States  is  in  this  position:  It  is 
the  largest  siVigle  consumer  of  tin  in  the 
world:  it  musts,  depend  on  foreign  sources 
for  virtually  its  ^tire  supply  of  tin. 

There  is  only  onk  tin  smelter  in  the  West¬ 
ern  Hemisphere — that  in  Texas.  There  is 
only  one  principal  source  of  tin  ore  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere — Xplivia. 

These  two  facts  are  (X  great  significance, 
taken  in  conjunction  withf  each  other. 

For  the  sake  of  our  nati^jal  security:  as 
an  aid  to  maintaining  the  f^e  economy  of 
the  nation  of  Bolivia:  and  to  lessen  the  risk 
of  our  being  subjected  to  pric^^ouging  by 
those  controlling  foreign  tin  supWles,  con¬ 
tinued  operation  of  the  North  Am^can  tin 
smelter  using  South  American  tin  o^  is  es¬ 
sential. 

I  urge  that  the  Senate  adopt  the  re9 
tion  approved  by  the  Committees  on  Ai'd^ed 
Services  and  Banking  and  Currency.

The  bill  (S.  i^2)  to  amend  the  act  of 
April  6,  1949,  toS^xtend  the  period  for 
emergency  assistatice  to  farmers  and 
and  stockmen  was^nnounced  as  next 
in  order.  \ 

Mr.  POTTER.  Mr.  Resident,  I  have 
some  remarks  to  make^hich  are  not 
related  to  the  bill.  \ 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Texas.\  Mr.  Presi 
dent,  I  ask  the  Senator  frmn  Mich¬ 
igan  if  he  will  withhold  his\emarks.

The  Legislative  Clerk.  On  page  1, 
line  10,  it  is  proposed  to  strike  out  the 
first  period  and  insert  a  comma,  and  the 
following:  “but  no  such  loans  shall  be 
made  in  any  event  after  July  14,  1959.” 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
for  a  third  reading,  read  the  third  time, 
and  passed,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  section  2  (c)  of 
the  act  of  April  6,  1949,  as  amended.  Is  fur¬ 
ther  amended  by  striking  the  word  "two” 
from  the  first  sentence  of  said  subsection 
and  inserting  the  word  "four”  and  by  adding 
after  the  first  sentence  of  the  said  subsection 
the  following  new  sentence:  "After  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  the  period  specified  herein,  such 
loans  may  be  made  only  for  supplementary 
advances  to  producers  indebted  for  loans 
made  under  this  subsection,  but  no  sue: 
loans  shall  be  made  in  any  event  alter  J 
14,  1959.”

RELIEF  FOR  FARMERS  AND  FARM 
WORKERS 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Texas,  ^r.  Presi¬ 
dent,  I  ask  unanimous  consem  that  the 
unfinished  business  be  temBforarily  laid 
aside,  and  that  the  Sena]^  proceed  to 
the  consideration  of  ord^ No.  210,  Sen¬ 
ate  bill  1628,  to  provid^Telief  for  farm¬ 
ers  and  farm  workers  suffering  crop 
losses  or  loss  of  em^yment  because  of 
damage  to  crops  paused  by  drought, 
flood,  hail,  frost,  freeze,  wind,  insect  in¬ 
festation,  plant  ^ease,  or  other  natural 
causes.  / 

There  bein&^no  objection,  the  Senate 
proceeded  toreonsider  the  bill  (S.  1628) 


which  had  been  reported  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry  with 
amendments. 

Mr.  RUSSELL.  Mr.  President,  I  un¬ 
derstand  the  committee  amendments 
have  been  agreed  to.  The  bill  vests  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  with  power  to 
proceed  in  cases  of  disaster  such  as  are 
outlined  in  the  bill.  There  is  nothing 
compulsory  on  the  Secretary.  Being 
wholly  a  discretionary  measure,  I  hope 
there  will  be  no  objection  to  it. 

Mr.  JOHNSTON  of  South  Carolina. 
Mr.  President,  this  bill  would  provide  re¬ 
lief  to  producers  in  areas  suffering  natu¬ 
ral  disasters  by  permitting  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture  to  allot  them  addi¬ 
tional  acreage  for  the  production  of 
commodities  subject  to  production  con¬ 
trols.  The  disaster  which  gave  rise  to 
this  bill  was  the  freeze  which  occurred 
in  many  States  in  late  March.  Pro- 
,ducers,  farm  workers,  and  others  in  these 
areas  will  suffer  severe  hardship  if  sub¬ 
stitute  crops  cannot  be  planted.  In 
any  cases  the  planting  of  substitute 
c'reps  is  prevented  by  acreage  allotments, 
ami  this  bill  would  provide  a  measure  of 
reli^in  those  cases. 

Th^  committee  amendments,  first,^ 
,  make  itrentirely  discretionaiy  with  tl 
^  Secretar^as  to  the  amount  of  fSlief. 
any,  to  beVccorded  to  any  and  all  Pro¬ 
ducers:  anoK  second,  strike  out  aj/pro- 
vision  requiriiW  additional  allotn^ts  to 
provide  all  farmers  with  a  livelilfood. 

The  additionarvacreage  allotjied  under 
the  bill  for  any  crop  for  any  i^ar  would 
be  limited  to  the  sm^ler  of ^st,  500,000 
acres  or  second,  3  peree^  of  the  na¬ 
tional  allotment  for  suck/irop.

(4)  that  the  economies  of  the  areas  af^ted 
are  thereby  disrupted  and  the  economy  of 
the  entire  Nation  adversely  affectedy 

STATEMENT  OF  PURPQSESy 

Sec.  2.  It  is  the  purpose  of ywiis  act  to 
alleviate  hardship,  suffering,  apd  economic 
losses  resulting  from  disa^ous  loss  or 
damage  to  agricultural  cre^  due  to  nat¬ 
ural  causes,  and  to  pre'^it  serious  dis¬ 
location  of  populations,  yfiid  other  adverse 
effects  on  the  economies  A  the  areas  affected 
and  the  Nation,  by  making  possible  the 
planting  of  additiona^creage  of  other  crops 
which  will  in  part  yreplace  those  destroyed 
or  damaged  and  thus  provide  a  livelihood  for 
farm  operators  an^ workers  who  would  other¬ 
wise  be  forced  y  seek  other  means  of  sup¬ 
port  for  them^ves  and  their  families.

Sec.  3.  (aywhenever  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬

(1)  that  in  any  area  any  agricultural  crop 
which  F  important  to  the  economy  of  such 
area  hfls  been  destroyed  or  severely  damaged 
by  (hfought,  flood,  hall,  frost,  freeze,  wind, 

'  Ins^t  infestation,  plant  disease,  or  other 
neural  cause:  and 

^(2)  that,  except  for  acreage  limitations 
br  other  production  controls,  other  crops 
could  be  planted  to  replace  or  supplement 
the  crop  destroyed,  or  damaged,  the  Secre¬ 
tary,  upon  application  by  the  operator  of  any 
farm  within  such  area,  may  cause  to  be 
allotted  to  such  farm  additional  acreage  for 
the  planting  of  any  such  crop  in  such 
amount  as  the  Secretary  determines  to  be 
advisable  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
act. 

(b)  The  aggregate  of  the  additional 
acreage  allotted  for  any  crop  year  under 
this  section  for  the  planting  of  any  agri¬ 
cultural  commodity  shall  not  exceed  (1) 
500,000  acres,  or  (2)  3  percent  of  the  national 
acreage  allotment  for  such  commodity  for 
such  year,  whichever  is  smaller.
